There is a possible aircraft landing area nearby, but no aircraft 
are observed. 

3. There is no apparent evidence of missile facilities in 
the lul 'tin area. However, scale and obliquity limit positive 
identification of facilities in the area. Probable mining and 
ore processing facilities constitute the only identifiable 
activity. 
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
